“From the Tensions of Highways 


To the Peaceful Face of Nature” 


“Where do we find some 
alligators? We've been in 
Florida for three hundred- 
fifty miles and have not 
seen a gator yet!” Such 
were some of the bewilder- 
ed questions asked of Mr. 
J. С. Bowen and Mr. O'Neal 
Walker some five years ago 
as they managed their ser- 
vice stations in South Bay, 
Florida. It was tourist ques- 
tions like these which led 
them to open Everglades 
Gatorland on Highway 27 
just south of South Bay. 
They decided it was time 
they had some definite dir- 
ections to give to those who 
sought these long time rep- 
tile residents of Florida. 

Since March 1961, the 
time of Gatorlands open- 
ing, until today this wildlife 
wonderland has grown in 
эгеа and in population. It 
covers an area of around 
twenty acres of water and 
twenty acres of land. The 
landscaping is typically Flor 
idian with beautiful tropi- 

al foliage and trees appro- 

priately arranged along the 
walkways and paths. It is 
enjoyed not only by thou- 
sands of tourists, but by 
many residents of the 
Glades as well. 

Let's go on a tour right 
now! If you are a tourist 
ycu will enjoy the change 
of utmosphere — from the 
tensions of the traveled 


highway to the peaceful face 
of nature. If you live near- 
by perhaps there may be 
some new inhabitants of 
Gutorland you ‘have not 
seen. 

Taking the path to the 
left we come to perhaps the 
most unpopular, but still, a 
very interesting group of 
Gatorland inhabitants 
the snakes! Mr. Eddie Hay- 
nes, a senior at Belle Glade 
High School cares for the 
snakes and has many in- 
teresting experiences with 
these friends of his. All 
except one of the snakes, 
the boa constrictor, is a na- 
tive of Florida. There are 
moccasins, rattlesnakes, co- 
ral snakes and the only non- 
poisonous one — the king 
snake, Each type has his 
own cubical in the snake 
condominium with his name 
and characteristics printed 
above his picture window. 

We continue our walk 
toward the lake passing by 
the home of vo Rhesus 
monkeys, They are usually 
occupied with the presence 
of children, big and little, 
who take great delight in 
watching them pace the 
cage or climb the wire and 
swing on their swing.

In Head On Crash 


Two motorists involved 
in a head-on collision were 
killed almost instantly on 
State Road 80 about 6 p. 
m. last Friday about 1.1 
miles east of Belle Glade. 

Mrs. Alice Anthony Lind- 
sley, 31, of Sneads and Har- 
old M. Wallace, 56, of 636 
S. Haverhill Road, West 
Palm Beach, were pronounc 
ed dead on arrival at 
Glades General Hospital. 

The collision occurred ac-

Following the form of the 
true adventurer, my wife 
and I decided to enter Mad 
rid, Spain, without haying 
made prior living arrang 
ments or hotel reservation: 
Well, we arrived on Sept- 
ember 2151 at the peak of 
the tourist season and 
there was no room in the 
inn. There were no avail- 
uble hotel rooms to be found 
in Madrid. With three duf- 
fle bags, one suitcase, and 
an understanding taxi dri- 
ver (who cut off his meter) 
we searched the capital of 
Spain several hours for a 
place to lay our heads.

” This type accommoda- 
ion is similar to an Amer- 
ican hotel or motel, but 
with family-like meals and 
atmosphere, After the fol- 
lowing, you may want to 
live in Spain. For $4.58 per 
day, we have un attractive 
ly furnished room, bath 
with shower, three meals 
daily, free bottles of wine 
for meals, daily maid ser- 
vice, and free use of the 
telephone, The building is 
modern, clean, and within 
walking distance to my clas- 
ses.
